| The opinion was written by Chief 
Justice Julius C. Travis, and Was con- 
curred in by Justices David A. Myers 
and Benjamin M. Willoughby. The 
dissenting ovinion was by Jystices Wil- 
lard*B. Gemmell and R. Mar- 
tin. The case before the court was 
that of James Wallace, who was sen- 
tenced to serve one to five years in 
stat® prison and fined $100 on a 
charge of possessing a still. 

The warrant was issued by a justice 
of the peace on an affidavit sworn to 
by the prosecuting attorney. In the 
trial Wallace moved to quash the war- 
rant and to suppress the evidence ob- 
tained. in the search. He pleaded that 
there was no- showing of probable 
cause to justify the issuance of the 
warrant. His request was overruled. 
The Supreme court reversed this rul- 
ing with instructions for the trial 
court to grant. Wallace’s motion. 

The majority opiriion said that the 
consensus of judicial opinion is that 
a search warrant issued on an affi- 
davit of mere belief, or on information 
and belief, is insufficient on which to 
base a finding of probable cause and 
its issuance under such circumstances 
would be without warrant of law. 

Not an Averment of Fact. 


The mere averment of the affiant 
that he has reason to believe and does 
believe the defendant hada still in 

possession is not an averment of

So, too, did the two Huebsch Sani- 
tary district bills, which have been 
sponsored in the house by Representa- 
tive Howard Castle.

| 65 YEARS AGO TODAY 


; JULY 1, 1862. 

WASHINGTON.—Two days of heavy 
fighting by McClellan’s army before 
Richmond against an immense attack- 
ing force of the rebels resulted in our 
right being withdrawn and the fropt 
changed from the marshes of the 
Chickahominy to the higher ground 
The battle occurred

Literally, the 
act means that “ you, Peggy Hull, hav- 
ing d an Englishman, have lost 
all your rights to American citizenship 
and must enter'the United States as a 
British immigrant, while you, Constance 
Talmadge, having married an English- 
man, may retain yours.” 

If this law has been enacted for the 
purpose .of discouraging international 
marriages there would some excuse 
for its existence, but as it stands now 
it is only a cruel and vicious instrument 
of discrimination.

Roadbed and track constitute the foundation of 
failway service. This foundation has had. to be 


strengthened from time to time in order to handle 


heavier and faster trains safely and econornically. 
Except for the addition of preservative chemicals, 
cross-ties have changed little, but ballast, rails and 
all other elements. of roadbed and track have made 


Crushed stone, gravel, cinders and slag are now 
the priticipal kinds of railway ballast. They make 
the roadbed resilient, easy-riding, long-wearing and 
relatively simpie of maintenance. Many railroads, 
the Illinois Central System among them, obtain 
considerable ballast from their own quarries and 


‘gravel pits. 


Steel rails have long been standard, superceding 
iron, and they are constantly. being made stronger 
and heavier. Measuredin weight per yard, rails 
now in use on the Illinois Central System range up 
to 110-pound. The heavier rails are used under 
high-speed, main-line traffic, the lighter for branch 
lines, sidings and yards. The life of a rail under 
heavy traffic is approximately ten or twelve years. 
The total weight of all rails now in use on the 
Illinois Central System js nearly one and one-half 
million tons. Laid end to end, they would nearly 


encircle the earth. : 


accessories of roadbed and tratk are 
tunnels, cuts, fills and bridges.

Any reduction in the salaries of 
teachers would be a disgrace to the city 
of Chicago, Supt. William McAndrew 
stated yesterday. after J. Lewis Coath, 
school board president, had threatened 
a twenty per cent cut all along the 
line as the result of the defeat of 
Mayor Thompson's legislation which 
sought to split the school building 


“Salary reductions invariably mean 
less efficient service,”’ Supt. McAndrew 
said. “‘it would be a black eye for 
Chicago if we have to cut our teachers’ 
pay just when New York has appropri- 
ated $14,000,000 for increased pay. 

“While every citizen has found his 
living expense increased, and while 
the board of education has properly 
met the needs of carpenters, laborers, 
and purveyors of supplies by adjusting 


payments equivalent to the increase of 
living costs, the board has been unable 
to make such adjustments in the case 
of those who furnish the primary serv- 
ice to which supplies, and labor, and 
upkeep are only supplementary.” 


Supt. McAndrew yesterday an- 


resignation of Charles H. English, 
director of recreation, and instituted 
a search for a successor.
